Superintending School Committes, 


ALSTEAD, N. H. 


For the year ending Mar., (3th. ’77. 


District No. {. Summer Teru—Teacher, 
Miss Mary L. Ranpatyt. This school made fine pro- 
gress, showing marked interest in reading and spelling. 
Final examination very satisfactory, doing credit to both 
Teacher and pupils. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss JULIETTE 
CuarreLL, of Walpole, an experienced and faithful 
Teacher. The School well sustained its good name for 
punctuality and scholarship under Miss CiArFreLe. 
Both Terms of School proved highly successful. 


District No. 2. The Summer Term was 
taught by Miss Emirre Green. There are many grave 
obstacles in this District. School tfouse unfit for use, 
scholars absent, to a degree well nigh fatal to any suc- 
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cess. Miss GrrEN gained the good will of her School, 
and sought their good. 

Miss L. Jennte Cockran, of Walpole, taught the 
Fatt Term. The avarage attendance proved sadly 
low, and the progress of the School quite limited. ‘Fhis 
School requires both patience and tact in its Teacher, 
and the full support of Parents, in order to success. 


District No. 3. Sumer Term—Miss Lizzir 
ALDEN, Teacher. Her first School. Her Scholars were 
young, and few in number, and the School very short. 
There was manifest a good degree of interest. ‘The 
closing exercises were creditable to Teacher and Schol- 
ars. 

WInTER ‘TerM. Teacher—Mr. Bensamin A. Gib- 
son. His first school. Increased number of Scholars 
over the Summer Term, and School room thoroughly 
remodeled, added much to attractive appearance of 
School. Progress made by pupils was good in some 
branches. Final examination creditable. The one ad- 
vanced Scholar passed an admirable examination at 
close. 


District No. 4. PrimarysScHoot. Both the 
Summer and Winter schools were taught by Miss NEt- 
LIE M. Fiske. Muss Fiske displays rare power in a- 
wakening and guiding young minds. Her methods are 
admirable ; her devotion to her School entire. Heraim, 
the constant mental and moral improvement of her pu- 
pils.. Her entire success awakened the heartiest ap- 
proval of all the patrons of her School. 


District No. 4. Grammar Scuoot—Summer 
Term was taught by Miss Mary R. Porter, of Wal- 


pole. Muss Porter is well qualified, and successful as 
a Teacher. Her school made good progress, and show- 
ed very commendable zeal in study, to the close. One 
of the happily distinctive features of the School was 
music. ‘The closing exercises indicated careful study 
and thorough drill. 

Winter Scoot in charge ot Mr. Guo. F. Lovett, of 
Rockingham, Vt. School opened with very full attend- 
ance. Nosustained interest however was ever aroused 


in study. Tardy and absentee inarks became the rule, 
in place of rare exceptions, and the hopes of success in 
the School were far from being realized. A person apt 
to teach, patient and firm, and fully devoted to his work, 
would lead this school on to large and solid results. 


District No. 5. Teacher—Miss Mary E. AL- 


DEN. Her school was harmonious and well conducted, 
interest well sustained through the Term, progress in 
the several branches very commendable, closing exer- 
cises good, 

Wixter Term was taught by Mr. Frank E. Benua- 
MIN. School was large and to a good degree punctual. 
The general appearance of the school was very credit- 
able. Progress made, in the main, satisfactory. Mr. 
BrenJgamin labored earnestly and wisely, and accom- 
plished a good work. 


District No.6. The Summerand Farr Terms 
were in charge of Miss Frora A. WILLARD, of Lang- 


don. ‘The scholars were very few and young, and the 
school very short. Miss WiLtarp handled her little 
school well. 


District No. 7. Both Terms were taught by 
Miss L. M. Sawyer, of Keene, and were highly suc- 


cessful; order, discipline and advancement were char- 
acteristic of the school. A good class of large scholars 
added to the interest of the Winter Term. ‘The gener- 
al willingness to obey, and the desire to learn, mani- 
fested by the Scholars, rendered this one of our most 
pleasant Schools, and produces the belief that the pu- 
pils are taught obedience at home. 


District No. 8. The first and second Terms 
were taught by Miss Errize M. Tay or, of Alstead, 


with entire success. Decided improvements were made 
in all branches pursued, especially reading. ‘The little 
scholars were unusually prompt in recitation. Almost 
perfect order prevailed. The Teacher was fortunate in 
having the united support of the District; and that 
unity of effort between ‘Teacher, Parents and Scholars, 
so essential to success, was not wanting here. 
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District No. 9. ‘The Summer and Wiyter 


Terms were under the instruction of Miss Ipa C. Cap- 
WELL, of Alstead. A good degree of progress was ap- 
parent in those Scholars who desired to learn. Small 
Schools must necessarily lack that degree of enthusiasm 
which should be found in larger ones. An attempt to 
bring the Winter Term toa premature end, resulted in 
failure. This District has no available School House. 


District No. {Q. The Summer Term—Orre 
A. Isoam, of Marlow, Teacher—was satisfactory, good 
order was attained, and commendable progress made. 

Miss Evra J. Cross, of Gilsum, taught the Far 
Term. Owing to a misapprehension of the time when 
School closed, we visited it but once. The School then 
appeared well, and we doubt not it was a prosperous 
Term. ‘This has been classed in the Tables as a Win- 
ter Term. 


District No. 14. Muss Anna L. Tuayer, of 
Acworth—an experienced ‘Teacher—had charge of the 
Summer Term. Most of the Scholars made good pro- 
gress in their studies, and appeared well at the examin- 
ation. Miss Tuayer has good attainments, and is cour- 
teousin deportment before herSchool. ‘The best Teach- 
er can accomplish but little in a Term of six weeks. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Jennie M. 
Potuey, of Gilsum. This was her first Term, and she 
entered it with the determination of doing her full duty, 
but certain adverse interests, largely beyond the con- 
trol of the Teacher, wrought injury to the School. The 
Scholars made fair progress. It is suggestive that no 
parent’s name is foumd in the record of visitors. Sev- 
eral Scholars graduated before the close of the Term. 
Let a Teacher be placed in this School, who can, if 
necessary, enforce obedience from every Scholar, large 
or small. 


District No. 12. The first Term was taught by 
Miss Erra A. NEWELL, of Alstead, a successful ‘Teach- 


er. The Scholars made decided advancement, and the 
examination was quite satisfactory. Order good. 
Frep B. Ricnarpson, of Alstead, taught the second 


Herm. He labored earnestly for the good of the school, 
satisfactory progress was made. A thorough disciplin- 
arian should be placed in charge of this School. 


Bistrict No. 13. Summer Term—Teacher, 
Miss Arma E. Brace, of Acworth. Her School ap-: 
peared well, and made good progress. Closing exer- 
cises good. Miss Braga is a faithful Teacher. ‘The 
full support of the District would have promoted. the 
real good of the School. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Arice G.: 
Howarp, of Alstead. A good number of visits are re- 
corded. The examination was good in most respects. 
More promptness was desirable on the part of ‘small 
Scholars. ‘*In Union is Strength.” 


General Remarks. 


Upon our Public Schools we must chiefly depend, for 
popular education. In their prosperity the State and 
community are deeply interested. Our children ought 
to be educated. it is therefore important that our 
Schools should be as effective as possible. 

Allow us to hint at certain conditions necessary to 
the welfare of our Public Schools. 

Ist.—A room suitable for the School, comfortable, 
healthful and attractive. SomeSchool Rooms in ‘Town 
are most unfit for School purposes. Furthermore, mu- 
tilated, uncomfortable and poorly furnished rooms, the 
children are ever getting a low and disheartening idea 
of education. District No. 3 has set the Town a most 
worthy example in recent thorough repairs of their 
School House. 

2nd.—We find a great want of uniformity in Text 
Books, tending to multiply classes, and generally to re- 
tard progress. Believing that good reading is funda- 
mental in the work of Education, we introduced, with 
no little extra effort to ourselves, and on terms most 
favorable to the pupils, THe FRANKLIN Reapers. A 
clean bright page, containing fresh thought, must of 
course tend strongly to arouse new interest in reading. 
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Other changes should be made; for is it not poor 
economy to require our children to use books out of 
date, when better can be readily obtained ? 

3d.—Instructors apt to teach, who work, not merely 
for the wages, but with the highest intent of awaken- 
ing and guiding the minds of their pupils to the acquis- 
sition of knowledge. 

4th.—Hearty co-operation of the Parents. Home in- 
fluence is felt in the School Room. It has much to do 
in advancing or retarding the progress of each Scholar. 

Now if these very essential conditions of success are 
wanting, there will be, of course, failure in our Schools. 

Let every citizen bear in mind that most valuable in- 
terests center in the Public Schools. Good Schools 
tend to hold and unify the population. 

Persons seeking a place of residence, inquire first con- 
cerning the character of the Public Sch ools.
